Panang oF THE SEvESTIITH REGIMEST.—Yester-
day the Seventieth Regiment, Col. Sam’l Graham,
made a regimental parade, passing through the prin.
cipal streets of the city. They formed on Camberland
sreet early in the moming, and after a parade throngh
the streots of the Western District, they went to the
Navy-Yard, where they expected to be reviewed by
the Commandant and officers of the yard.
